growthof salaries attracted attention in 
18S6, and pledges were made to reduce 
them. Bon. Albert Deyo, a prominent 
farmer of Fulton county, was elected 
on a platform pledging Republican re- 
trenchment, and secured the position 
of chairman of the committee on fees 
and salaries, with a good committee 
to assist him. He devoted his time 
persistently to the preparation of a 
bill to reduce fees and salaries, gath- 
ered information from all over the 
state as to the growth of official com- 
pensation and the general sentiment 
favorable to a reduction, and though 
aided by a number of the best men in 
the house, his bill to reduce official 
fees and salaries failed to get even a 
respectable minority vote. What was 
worse, Mr. Deyo was defeated for re- 
nomiaation bj the office-holding influ- 
ences of the party. In 1888, Hon. C. 
L. Poorman, ot Belmont county, in- 
troduced a bill to consolidate the man- 
agement of all the beneavoient and 
reformatory institution of the state nn- 
der one board of directors and dis- 
pense with the existing system of in- 
dependent action, that makes each in- 
stitution a junketing place for legisla- 
tors, and the subject of plunder to all 
the partisan dealers that are ready to 
make terms with the financial man- 
agement. He gathered volumnious in- 
formation as to the extent of this jun- 
keting and plunder and the amount 
that could be saved by a concentrated 
business management of these institu- 
tions. He received many letters from 
prominent men who had been, identi- 
fied many years with the management 
of some of these institutions, approv- 
ing thej>!an and estimating the amount 
of saving that might be effected. Such 
men as ex-Mayor Gardner, of Cle\e- 
-tend, and R. M. Round, of Columbus 
and others equally well known, wrote 
him estimating the saving to the staTe 
at from $150,000 on to $300,000 a year.

The house refused to reconsider, but 
the bill was promptly put to sleep ia 
the sentate, where nearly one-fourth 
of the members held positions on the 
several boards that distributed the pub- 
lic plunder. These are only samples 
of tSie efforts made by representatives 
to reduce expenses and in every case 
their author, through the combined in- 
fluence of the office-holding organiza- 
tions, were retired to private life, and

They have 
a clerk at $1.200 a year who has in 
point of fact nothing to do, as the real 
work is all done in the auditor's offlce, 
but the "office expenses" are put down 
for 1896 at $1,451.80, and another item, 
called "expenses of redeeming bonds," 
is entered at $1,110.45, and these two 
items fairly snow the drift of affairs 
that in the past few years have added 
40 per cent, to the cost of administer- 
ing the state government Out of the 
ainking fund levy a portion of the 
state debt has been paid each year, 
varying from $000,000 to $250,000.

mates that tbe increase In duty to 
11.50 a box by the Dingley act wU 
not only enable tbe manufacturers fc 
recoup all their campaign expendi 
tores, bat will leave a large sum to 
annually divide among tbe member- 
snip of tbe association.

Old Tricks. 


The city campaign in Louisville has 


furnished a splendid example of Repub- 
lican campaign ineUuxls. Through the 
arrest of a negro fur perjury it trans- 
pired that the Republicans have been 
colonizing negroes by the wholesale. 
At Memphis over 800 were herded into 
cars and taken to Louisville, where 
they were registered in order that they 
might express the will of the people.

The discoveries, however, serveanso- 


fnl purpose as furnishing some idea of 
how the last election was won. When 
the election thieves are thus retire, it 
is easy to see how Kentucky was "car- 
ried" for McKinley by a few hundred 
votes. 


The Kentucky Republicans are a par- 


ticularly scoundrelly set, but they have 
no schemes that are not known to and 
utilized by the Republicans of Ohio and 
Indiana, By all appearances the same 
carloads of negroes who were to defeat 
the wishes of the people in Louisville 
would have been taken across the river 
later into Ohio and registered, BO that 
they might there also voice the appeal 
of the people for Hark Hanna to be 
their senator. 


Such schemes are only what we have

Before Dr. Evans bade adieu to his 


friunda ho declared that his visit heiv, 
after his loug absence, had made hira 
more of an American than he had ever 
been before, and that it was his inten- 
tion to devote tlio greater part of his 
fortune, at the close of his career, to 
the can--* of education in America. He 
has no children. 


It is generally believed that Dr. 


Evans' fortune amounts to $5,000,000 
or $6,000,000. After legacies to rein- 
tivea his will leaves the balk of his for- 
tune to trustees in this country, who» 
duty it will be o dispose of the great 
funds placed at their discretion accord- 
ing to tho instructions of the testator. 
Before Dr. Evans departed be declared 
that Arthur W. Valois of New York, 
his counsel, was aware of what his in 
tentions were and would indicate them 
in a general way. 


Mr. Valois said Dr. Evans had mado 


a tour of America, and as the dean i,i 
the profession of dentistry had e^presti- 
ed himself as deeply impressed with tho 
advances which that specialty is mak- 
ing. He was convinced, however, that 
what its real progress demanded was 
tbe establishment of a national insti- 
tute of dentistry, whose purpose would 
be the giving of degrees after the de- 
mands of a rigid examination had been 
mtisfied, and which would place grad- 
uates in the front rank of practitioner-. 


It is Dr. Evans' desire to contribute 


to the foundation of such an institution. 
His contribution would bo of such a 
character that it would practically 
equal a foundation, and the endowment 
would be ample to enable the institute 
to be conducted in a manner which 
would make it unrivaled in the world. 


With this idea in view Dr. Evans 


before his departure communieatiHl 
with the most eminent instructors in 
the country. Tbe home of tho new in- 
stitution will be in all probability in 
Philadelphia, that city being Dr. Evans' 
native place. The effort will be madn 
to reduce the cost of education in thu 
institutu to such a degree thatitxvih 
be practically free, or, at any rate, so 
moderate will he the expenses that all 
of sufficient intelligence will be able to 
avail themselves nf its advantages. 


Whether branches of this institution 


will b« established in other cities than 
Philadelphia cannot at present be deter- 
mined, but it is not unlikely. At any 
rale, Dr. Evans has been iu constilta- 
tion with well known dentists in Xew 
York. Chicago, Cincinnati, Baltimore 
and Washington with the purpose of 
determining tho advisability of nueh 
bnuiches. 


Dr. Evans is also determined to de- 


vote a p.irt. of his fortune U; educational 
work of a much wider character than !-• 
indicated by his interest in the institute 
of dentistry, and be will also apply 
considerable sums io charity. With the 
latter idea, Di-. Evans consulted Arch- 
bishop Ireland of i^t Paul and Bishop 
Whipple, tho Protestant Episcopal head 
of the diocese of Minnesota. Under their 
supervision an educational establish- 
ment, nmisectariun in character, will 
bo founded iu Minneapolis, and it is 
not unlikely n,,,t the two prcl-itcs "111 
act as trustees of tho educational fun 1 
which is to be provided by Dr. Evaiin.

church here of which w<? have any an- 
theuue history was erected by Edward 
the Coufeseor and consecrated cm Holy 
InuoowntV day, 1065. The greater part 
of the abbey was built by Henry III m 
the style known as early English- The 
•west from, with it» grandly beautiful 
•windows, belongs to the fifteenth «>n- 
tury. as does alao the completion of the 
nave and the aisles. The extreme length 
of Westminster abbey is 511 feet, the 
width across the transepts is 203 ft*-t 
and the width across the aisles 79 feet; 
the height of the roof is 103 feet 


The fortunes of the abbey have fol- 


lowed and are closely interwoven with 
those of the nation, and many, there- 
fore, are its historical associations. 
There the sqverf igns of England have 
been crowned ever since the conqnest. 
The coronation stone, brought from 
Scotland by Edward I, may still be seen 
under the coronation chair need by 
BichardH. This chair has ever since 
been occupied by English rulers during 
the coronation ceremonies. 


Within the walls of the abbey the 


funerals of many crowned heads have 
taken place, and sovereigns and mem- 
bers of royal families have graves and 
tombs beneath its roof. Oliver Crom- 
well never wore a crown, but his re- 
mains were deposited for a time in a 
vault beneath Henry VITs chapel with 
ponfp never surpassed by that of royalty. 


The south transept is known to the 


•world as the "poets' corner," because 
there, sleeping their last sleep, are 
Chaucer, Spenser, Ben Jonson, Cowley, 
Dryden, Beaumont, Addison and Ten- 
nyson and near by are monuments to 
Shakespeare, Milton, Isaac Watts, Gold- 
smith and Johnson. 
In the north transept aro buried many 


renowned statesmen. There lie Pitt, 
•Wilberforee, Fox, Peel, Canning and 
Palmerston. Many eminent divines, 
men of letters, generals, admirals and 
other persons known to fame are buried 
beneath the marble pavement or have 
monuments by its pillars or on its his- 
toric walla.—Philadelphia Times.

It is not always sufficient, to point 


ont a danger. It is often of even greater 
importance to show how the danger 
may be averted.

A German professor once wrote a An 


long treatise, with, a learned title, on 
how to avoid catching cold. After trac- 
ing the history of colds from the earliest 
ages, studying their causes and symp- 
toms and cataloguing the remedies 
which have been used by the most emi 
nent physicians of all times he conriud 
ed with a short chapter ou prevention. 


His plan was to inure the back of 


the neck to drafts by having some one 
direct a current of air upon it from a 
bellows three times a day. 


The writer had the correct idea, al- 


though its practical application was 
clumsy and he was a long time in reach- 
ing it The best and only way to escape 
colds is to meet the causes that produce 
them and not to mn from them. 


Let the body be hardened by a cold 


sponge bath or even a cold plunge, fol- 
lowed by brisk rubbing with a 
"scratchy" towel, every morning. Let 
the clothing be adapted to the se^uu, 
though always as light as possible, but 
keep the neck uncovered—uo turned up 
coat collar, uo muffler, no boa. Never 
let the temperatwa in the houso rise 
above 70 degrees in the winter. Air 
every room systematically every day, 
no matter what the outdoor temperature 
may be. Always- have fresh air in the 
bedroom. There is nothing poisonous in 
"night air," popular belief to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 


In a word, don't be always afraid ot 


catching cold, don't coddle, but meet 
cold and wet and changes of tempera- 
ture like a mau, or rather like, a hur.-u. 
aud you will then run a better chance 
of being a*, strong as a horse.

armor where i't is weak, but if you rec- 
ognize iu y(,ur*-lf a weak place, a "cold 
spot." don't cover it up with m-w 
clothes, but toughen it and toughen 
your entire.

$100 to $200, and a 16 foot mill from 
$175 to $800. The cost of the individual 
;cins can best be ascertained from deal- 
rs" catalogues. 


It is, as a rule, wiser in procuring an 


irrigating plant of this character to 
urchase a moderate sized or small 
vheel at first, this being properly pro- 
wrtioued to the size of the pump and 
he amount of water to bo had. If th« 
armer is suceessful with this smaller 
machinery, ho can readily supplement 
t by other windmills at a later time. 
The windmill is a piece of machinery 
which with moderate care and tho ex- 
ercise of common sense in keeping it 
oiled and properly adjusted will la^t; 
or many years 
As a general rule the fast running 


windmills with back gearing are most 
successful. In these the pump rod is 
not connected directly with the shafi of 
the mill, making a stroke for every 
turn of the wheel, but a gearing is in- 
terposed, with the result that usually 
two or more revolutions of the wheel 
are required in each stroke of the pump. 
This reduces the resistance to the turn- 
ing of the wheel, allows it to run iu a 
lower wind, and thus results in the 
pump being operated on an average for 
a greater number of hours p«r day. If a 
plunger pump is used, it is desirable to 
have one with a relatively loug stroke, 
so geared that in moderately high winds 
the motion will not be so rapid as to 
cause the machinery to pound at the 
Beginning aud end of each stroke. As 
ordinarily constructed a considerable 
[Wrtion of the force of the windmill is 
employed destructively iu a rapid suc- 
cession of sudden jerks on the pump 
rod in its alternate up and down mo- 
tion.
